Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's assertion that the Final 
Rejection mailed 1/24/2008 is improper, the Examiner notes that the incorporation of claim 4 into claim 1 was not the only change made to 
independent claim 1 . The claim was further modified to require that there would be a plurality of topic identifiers; additionally, the 
amendments made required that the response object contained information regarding success or failure for -each- of the plurality of topic 
identifiers. These limitations were not in the original dependent claim 4, which only required a singular topic identifier, thus only required the 
response object to have a single notice of success or failure. Therefore, applicants amendment that required there to be a plurality of topic 
identifiers caused the Examiner to make a new rejection. 
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
